on his campaign against the 
Army thereafter from outside 
Washington. 


"Sen. McCarthy suggested that 


Mr. Cohn, through the medium

The report said that Adams

U.S. Planes Turn 
Back Red's Jets 


SEOUL (Friday) (IP)—Ameri- 


can warplanes turned back four 
Communist jets early today at 
the 
truce Jine northwest of 


Inchon port on the Yellow Sea, 
the 5th Air Force said. 


The Red jets did not attempt 


to cross the line in the face of 
the four American jets. 


Earlier, Dr. Albert B. Sabin, 


Cincinnati virus expert, said in 
a news conference in Detroit that 
he felt the mass tests should be 
delayed. The tests are scheduled 
on half a million or more chil- 
dren, starting in two to three 
weeks. 
Dr. Sabin raised questions about 


possible unknown effects of the 
vaccine, and its availability if it 
passes these tests and is to be 
given later to all the nation's 46 
million youngsters. 


One by one, Dr. Salk, young 


University of Pittsburgh bacteri- 
ologist, answered these questions 
plus others 
raised 
by other 


persons. 
The vaccine is made of polio 


virus, of all three paralyzing 
types, which is grown on mon- 
key kidney tissue. 
Then the 


viruses are killed by formalde- 
hyde, and triple-tested to make 
certain all are dead. 


Some Favor Live Virus 


Because the viruses are dead, 


some scientists have felt the 
vaccine 
would not stimulate 


enough antibodies to give effec- 
tive or long-lasting immunity. 


They have favored using a 


live virus, but altered so it 
doesn't cause illness, as more 
potent in creating antibodies. Dr. 
Sabin is working on a live virus 
vaccine. 


Most of us already have anti- 


bodies against one or more types 
of polio virus. Our bodies made 
them when live virus invaded 
us during epidemics, and most 
of us never knew about it Sick- 
ness or paralysis 
apparently 


comes if we don't have anti- 
bodies standing on guard, or 
don't make them quickly enough. 


But Dr. Salk disclosed that a 


series of inoculations with dead 
virus can create a tremendous 
amount of antibodies, even in 
children who never had any 
natural antibodies to start with. 


The key is a booster shot, 


given after two early shots. 
The first shots "sensitize" a 


person, and the booster shot 
really triggers his body to turn 
out the defending antibody sol- 
diers, he said. He said the booster 
even seems to surpass nature in 
the number of antibodies which 
are created.

Nebraska got some wel- 


come moisture Thursday night 
in the form of snow, blowing 
snow and ram, and the fore- 
cast calls for more Friday. 


A heavy snow storm, com- 


plete with strong winds, was 
in full swing in the Panhandle 
during the night with the 
Scottsbluff area 
apparently 


receiving the heaviest attack 


Early Friday, the snow had 


accumulated to a depth of 4 
inches at Scottsbluff, 3 inches at 
Chadron and 1 inch at Sidney. 


Thursday evening a full scale 


blizzard hit Scottsbluff. but ister 
the storm eased and only a 
steady snowfall continued. 


The State Safety Patrol early

visibility, rain, heavy winds vand 
wet paving were noted at Lin- 
coln, Omaha, Madison, Fremont, 
Grand Island and North Platte.

testified the nation can remain prosperous 
with the farmers receiving a gradually declin- 
ing: percentage of national income."—Extract 
from a United Press dispatch tellliiff of Secre- 
tary Benson's appearance before the House 
Agriculture Committee as he began a cam- 
paign to get Congress to approve the admin- 
istration's program of flexible price supports. 


If the words put into the mouth of Secie- 


tary Benson by a reputable wire association 
lacks the authenticity usually accredited 10 
the wire association, then we would bt- in- 
clined to suggest Secretary Benson had been 
misquoted. 


His statement adds up to only one thing. . 
When he insists that the American people 


can remain prosperous with the farmer re- 
ceiving a gradually declining percentage of 
national income, then the man supposed to be 
agriculture's friend actually is undertaking to 
usher in a new era of financial and industrial 
domination in America. 


If the late Calvin Coolidge had said it, there 


would be no surprise. Mr. Coolidge wrote a 
magazine article proudly heralding that the 


United States had passed from an agricultural 
democracy to an industrial democracy, what- 
ever the late President meant by that. Or if 
Herbert Hoover, during whose administra- 
tion <hc lamented Hoover Farm Board came 
into being, had said it, there would be no 
occasion for uplifted eyes. 


But when Benson, more than 30 years 


later, undertakes to tell Congress and back of 
Congress the American people that the na- 
tion can remain prosperous with farmers re- 
cuving a gradually declining percentage of 
national income, the threat to the American 
farm home and even in a larger sense the 
threat to the American economy becomes real. 
Mr. Benson may believe it but it is not true. 
"Mr. Benson may be utterly sincere in saying 
it but he chooses to ignore the bitter experi- 
ence which confronted this country when the 
farmers' just share of the national income 
received no consideration from successive Re- 
publican administrations. 


Here is a new death sentence—a new eco- 


nomic death sentence for the farmer, the 
farmer's wifp and their children. Here is a 
new death sentence against the American 
farm home.

decided to seek better results from the state's 
personal property tax. 
If Nebraskans had 


v.-inkcd at the real estate tax, they had guf- 
fciwed at the personal property tax. Few re- 
ported all personal property for assessment 
as required by the law. In Omaha, a violinist 
in the symphony orchestra reported no violin, 
a furrier no furs, a camera dealer no cameras, 
a jeweler no jewelry, the manager of a tele- 
vision station no TV set. Not much could be 
done about it, because personal property tax 
laws are almost impossible to enforce. Farm- 
ers in two western Nebraska counties re- 
ported 61,863 head of livestock but no hay or 
grain. Said Crosby: 'The livestock would have 
starved in a few days.'" 


There was more and then this conclusion: 
"Almost everywhere that Crosby went he 


was greeted with hostility that slowly turned 
into warmth. 
Everybody admitted that he 


meant well. 
After hearing his speech, the 


state's Certified Public Accountants' Associa- 
tion presented him with an electric sign and 
lantern reading: 'A Modern Diogenes in Search 
Of An Honest Man.' But this week as the 
personal property returns were beginning to 
come in, no one — not even the modern 
Diogenes—thought that many of them could 
be 100 per cent honest." 


Well, we shall see. 
But as a footnote to Time, let it be under- 


stood that tax chiseling is no more aggravated 
—if as much so—in Nebraska than in other 
states in the Union. 


Not Overhungry 


In these complicated days of world disorder 


and domestic change, it is hard for Mr. 
Average Citizen to keep his issues in proper 
perspective. 


In Nebraska there is the struggle between 


the REA's and the Department of Interior, a 
protest against the department's federal power 
policy which REA leaders fear intends to 
make the private utilities the fair-haired boys 
at the expense of the public agencies in dish- 
ing out federal power. And there are those 
who think private power has been starved 
v.-nile the REA's are taking the lion's share. 


Actually nationally the private power com- 


panies have always fared well. They are far 
bigger takers of federal power. The 1953 re- 
ports show that private utilities are getting 
20.7 per cent while aluminum manufacturers 
are getting 24.3 per cent. Between them they 
are consuming 45 per cent of all federally 
produced power. In microscopic contrast the 
REA's have been getting 5.9 per cent. 


There is not much hoggishness represented 


in the REA percentage. Nor is there any in- 
dication that private power has been badly 
dealt with. One is wasting his tears if he 
weeps o\ er them. And if the REA's achieved 
all of their reserved power for growth, it 
sthl \vould not greatly unbalance the general 
power allotment nicture.

WASHINGTON—The other day 


I flew down to Mexico City to in- 
terview Bill O'Dwyer. sometimes 
called the most mysterious man 
of American politics. 


The former mayor of New York 


City had not granted an interview 
since he retired as U.S. ambas- 
sador 
to Mexico and chose, at 


least temporarily, to Jive there, 
rather than return to the United 
States. 


I had known of Bill O'Dwyer 


when the State Department de- 
scribed him as the most popular 
and effective ambassador since 
Josephus Daniels. I had known 
him personally when he was in 
charge of Roosevelt's committee 
to help Jewish refugees escape 
the prison camps and soap fac- 
tories of Adolph Hitler. I had also 
known him when, as a brigadier 
general in the Army, he had 
helped rebuild Italy.

Broadway with him when the his-

I suppose that part of the an- 


swer to the 
mystery of Bill 


O'Dwyer 
is 
found in the old 


French 
adage,

femme. In brief, he got married 
to Sloan Simpson, a girl half his 
age, and there seldom has been 
a marriage that more cruelly and 
sensationally went on the rocks. 
At first it was just the opposite. 
Sloan was the toast of Mexico; 
later her flirtations were the talk 
of Mexico. 


At the very height of this gos- 


sip when he needed a wife most, 
Ambassador O'Dwyer flew back 
to New York—of his own voli- 
tion—to testify before 
the 
Ke- 


fauver committee. There he was 
grilled by Rudolph Halley, the 
man 
who it later developed 


aspired to become mayor of New 
York, and was using the Ke- 
fauver committee as a spring- 
board. O'Dwyer was 
suffering 


from pneumonia at the time and 
his temperature was 101, though 
his doctor didn't know this until 
later.

who boosted Tom Dewey up the 
political ladder and who have 
now been exposed as having their 
hands in the race-track till.

When I asked O'Dwyer about 


some of these things, he said he 
still could not understand Moran, 
that he had always trusted him. 
"As far as Dewey is concerned," 
he added, "you have to judge him 
on his accomplishments, not the 
men around him. The head of 
any state or city can't always 
know everything that's going on 
around him, and you can't hold 
Dewey responsible for what some 
of his friends did." 


Discussing graft in New York 


City politics, O'Dwyer said: 


"The biggest graft is in con- 


tracts—building contracts. That's 
the case not only in New York 
City but any city. The contrac- 
tors will swarm around your of- 
fice, if you give them a chance, 
ready to do anything for you. 


"But I continued Bob Moses in 


the job of handling building con- 
tracts, and not a five-cent piece 
went wrong out of more than a 
billion dollars." 


In that connection, it's impor- 


tant to note that O'Dwyer built 
more schools, more hospitals and 
more 
public housing than any 


other mayor in New York's his- 
tory—even more than Fiorello La 
Guardia. He made a crusade of 
his building program. 


He also pointed out that he had 


appointed the present mayor of 
New York, Bob Wagner, to his 
first New York City job, and that 
Dr. Luther Gulick, now admin- 
istrator of New York City and 
acclaimed by Republicans and 
Democrats alike, had first been 
appointed by O'Dwyer. Another 
man he appointed, Charles Pre- 
usse, is now assistant admini- 
strator.

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Bofh Saint And Sinner 
Inside New Germany 


BY CARRIER IN LINCOLN 
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BONN, West Germany.—What 


lies beneath the surface of this 
busy, hard-working Germany is 
anyone's guess. Doggedly intent 
on the job at hand, moving as 
though with a reflex condition- 
ing them to keep at it in field 
and workshop, the German peo- 
ple seem bent on wiping out the 
past. 


Yet. 
even passing through on 


the briefest sort of survey, one 
can find beneath the surface old 
attitudes, old fears and suspi- 
cions evoked by the memories of 
past grandeur and past defeat. 


The old demons that set the 


German spirit on the path of 
flame and blood can be discerned 
again. A most-significant touch- 
stone in Germany is Sen. Mc- 
Carthy, who has become for all 
of Europe the chief apparition 
on the Western horizon. This re- 
porter talked to a number of 
Germans, as well as to many for- 
eign observers, in an effort to 
find out the reaction to reports 
of McCarthy and "McCarthyism" 
which fill so many columns of 
the German newspapers. 


Two strikingly different reac- 


tions come to light at once. First, 
those genuinely concerned with 
seeing Germany become part of 
a unified Europe realize that 
America must share in this un- 
derstanding and at least help to 
underwrite it. They are fearful 
that McCarthy will so divide 
America as to bring about a re- 
version to the old isolationism. 
This attitude is found particu- 
larly among young people, many 
of whom are working actively 
to further international co-opera- 
l.on. 
They are fearful, too. that the 


ideal of democracy will be so de- 
graded by demagogic tactics as to 
encourage the forces within then- 
own country looking once again 
to an authoritarian way. The neo- 
Nazis, however, are believed to 
he comparatively small in number 
and confined, thus far. to the ex- 
tremist fringe. 


The second reaction is that of 


Germans who are rather happy to 
sec the United States suffering 
from the embarrassment of one 
who flouts the rules of law and 
order in a constant succession of 
sensational headlines. This atti- 
tude grows partly out of a thinly 
concealed resentment of the oc- 
rupation and "he restraints it 
has 
imposed 
on 
a 
defeated 


people. 


Some Germans have not for- 


gotten Jhe way in which Mc- 
Carthy's name 
first 
became 


known here. That was when, using 
the same tactics he later applied 
to the Communist issue, he in- 
•vesr:gated a senate investigation 
into the treatment of Germans am- 
pnsoned for shooting down dis- 
armed American soldiers at the 
time of the Battle of the Bulge. 


Injecting himself into the in- 


quiry, McCarthy did everything 
he could to make it seem that 
Americans had mistreated and 
even tortured German prisortcrs, 
former Sen. Raymond Baldwin. 


Republican, of Connecticut, tried 
to bring out the facts, clearly re- 
futing this charge. Yet. Mc- 
Carthy's sensational accusations 
found a wide public in Germany, 
where they supported a kind of 
self-pitying view that all the world 
had turned against the German 
people. 


It is this latter attitude that 


concerns 
serious-minded 
Ger- 


mans fearful of a revival of the 
old rampant spirit of revenge. 
After 1319 and the Versailles 
treaty, 
the 
stab-in-the-back 


thesis took a deep hold. The 
German army had not lost the 
war, the German soldier had 
been betrayed by traitors be- 
hind the lines. 
The Generals 


encouraged this line, and it was 
taken up by Hitler and the 
Nazis and used with great ef- 
fectiveness 
to discredit 
the 


struggling democracy known as 
the Weimar Republic. 


Careful observers who have 


followed the fortunes of the new- 
Bonn Republic for several years 
believe that something like the 
stab-in-the-back theory to ex- 
plain away defeat can take hold 
again. One can hear from Ger- 
mans the argument that when 
America in 1944 saw that the 
Russians were winning in the 
East, the 
American 
armies 


should have changed sides and 
begun then and there to put 
down the menace of Communist 
aggression. 
Sometimes in the 


heat of argument Germans put 
this as a stern challenge: AVhy 
didn't you know enough then to 
realize that you would let the 
barbarian 
come into Central 


Europe"* 


This fits neatly, of coarse, with 


the charge of treason brought by 
McCarthyites in America against 
General Marshall and others re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the 
war. It dovetails with the sell- 
ont-at-Yalta line so widely ad- 
vertised. The books of certain 
Americans, some of them rela- 
tively obscure, which have ad- 
vanced this thesis, are translated 
into German and have a much 
wider sale here than they do at 
home.

The go-it-alone element in 


Germany thus has a lot in com- 
mon with the go-it-alone cle- 
ment in America. Should Chan- 
cellor Adenauer fail of the goal 
he so passionately cherishes:— 
brincing a revived Germany into 
the comrmanity of nations as a 
tood citizen—one can. without 
l*x> 
much 
difficulty, 
imagine 


Germany making common cause 
in a strange alliance, as has so 
often been said. The German 
people have such great qualities, 
snd yet they so frequently have 
allowed themselves to be led by 
power-hungry militarists or mad 
demagogues. 


Their 
present leaders 
give 


every e\-ideTxrc of a sober and 
earnest desire to follow in the 
paths of righteousness, but they 
know far better than any out- 
sider the forces with which they 
ini7«t cope.

WASHINGTON—The other day 
I flew down to Mexico City to in­ 
terview Bill O’Dwyer, sometimes 
called the most mysterious man 
of American politics.

least temporarily, to live there, 
rather than return to the United 
States. 
I had known of Bill O’Dwyer 
when the Stale Department de­ 
scribed him as the most popular 
and effective ambassador since 
Josephus Daniels. I had known 
him personally when he was in 
charge of Roosevelt’s committee 
to help Jewish refugees escaf^ 
the prison camps and soap fac­ 
tories of Adolph Hitler. I had also 
known him when, as a brigadier 
general in the Army, he had 
helped rebuild Italy.

The head of 
any state or city can’t always 
know everything that’s going on 
around him, and you can’t hold 
Dewey responsible for what some 
of his friends did.” 
Discussing graft in New York 
City politics, O’Dwyer said: 
“The biggest graft is in con­ 
tracts—building contracts. That’s 
the case not only in New York 
City but any city. The contrac­ 
tors will swarm around your of­ 
fice, if you give them a chance, 
ready to do anything for you. 
“But I continued Bob Moses in 
the job of handling building con­ 
tracts, and not a five-cent piece 
went wrong out of more than a 
billion dollars.”

that McCarthy will so divide 
America as to bring about a re- 
v( rsion to the old isolationism.

Some Germans have not for­ 
gotten the way in which Mc­ 
Carthy’s

known here. That was when, using 
the same tactics he later applied 
to the Communist issue, he in- 
ve.*itigated a senate inve,stigation 
into the treatment of Germans im­ 
prisoned for shtMjting down dis­ 
armed American soldiers at the 
time of the Battle of the Bulge. 
Injecting himself into the in­ 
quiry, McCarthy did everything 
he could to make it » eem that 
Americans had mi.streated and 
even tortured German pn.soners, 
Jb'ormer Sen. Raymond Baldwin,

Republican, of Connecticut, tried 
to bring out the facts, clearly re­ 
futing

charge.

Carthy’s sensational accusations 
found a wide public in Germany, 
where they supported

Budget On Flood Control Affecting Nebraska Stands 


Decatur Bridge Fate Unanswered 


By TRe Associated Press 


The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee left untouched President 
Eisenhower's budget recommen- 
dation for flood control projects 
affecting Nebraska in the year 
starting July 1. 


Left unanswered, however, was 


the fate of the so-called dry-land 
bridge at Decatur, Neb., which 
was built on dry land when the 
Missouri was out of its channel 
on the assumption the river would 
return to its channel. 


The committee recommended 


Iwo million dollars for channel 
stabilization work between Omaha 


fand Sioux City, but it was not 
known whether there were speci- 
fic resommendations for channel 
stabilization at Decatur. 


Brig. Gen. W. E. Potter, Mis- 


souri River division engineer, had 


recommended earlier that two 
millions be provided for the first 
year for work at Decatur and that 
11 millions should be spent over 
three years. 


Levee Work 


The 
committee 
also recom- 


mended that 53.300,000 be spent 
on the Missouri River between 
Omaha and Kansas City, and that 
$400,000 be allocated for agricul- 
tural levees along the Missouri 
in Nebraska, Iowa and Kansas. 


Another $100.000 was recom- 


mended for Missouri River work 
from Kenselers Bend, Neb., to 
Sioux City, as well as 11 million 
dollars for the Gavins Point res- 
ervoir on the Nebraska-South Da- 
kota border. 


The House bill carries S410.- 


335,000 for flood control and navi- 
gation projects, representing a 
cut of $33,987,000, or about 7% 
per cent, from recommendations 
of the President. 


The bill is slated for debate in 


the House Monday.
